Larry BLaylock was a sixteen year 
old, menrally retarded brother who 
also suffcred throughout hislifefrom 
fits and convulsions. He was known 
by bis frlends to be very quiet, 
a person who usually kapt ro him- 
self, Toward the end of his life, he 
was forced to leave public school and 
atcend a special school for thebandi- 
capped. Even with the pain and suf- 
fertng of bis life, Larry hadmanaged 
to endure and eurvlve* He had even 
leamed ro play the guitar because he 
liked music. 


On Saturday, November 27, 1971, 
Larry was shot and killed by Police- 
man Frank Paris i, in a wooded area 
of Roosevelc, Long Island, New York. 
The police " r ec ons truc t T ' the events 
leading up to the murdcr this way: 
Ac 3:55 am, Saturday, Patrolman 
Coan spotted a 1964 sedan going in 
the wrong direction down a one-way 
Street. The car was supposed tohave 
been stolen, Coan claimed that when 
be tried to flag the car down, the 
driver tried to run him down. Coan 
got into hls squad car and began a

six mlle chase, with several other 
police cara joining in the chase, The 
sedan stopped, and the two suspects 
ran through a wooded area, Parisi, 
one of the pigs who had joined the 
chase* alleges that he cal led for the 


two to stop. He says thail ,arry Blay- 
lock was a passenger in that car, and 
that at that point, Brother Larry 
"wheeled arouna' 1 . Paris! said 
he then fired a single shot, hitting 
Larry in the neck. Larry, who was 
unarmed, died at the scene. Parisi 
later claimed that he "had reason to 
believe hïs life was in danger" when 
he fired* 

A Black aetomey, Robert Rrvers of 
Westbury (NewYork), is representing 
Larry Blaylock's family* He bas 
conducted an investigation of the in¬ 
cident* He bas seven wf mess es, some 
who had observed the chase, and also 
eyewitnesses to the actual shooting, 
Wimesses state chat the re wereeight 
shots fired, insteadof one, There have 
been many details and discussEons 
about the shooting. The circum- 
stances are not very clear; neither 
are they particularly important, in 
view of the fact that Larry BUylock 
is dead, and that he was unarmed* 
None of these details can answer 
Larry 's mother, Mrs, MarleDuncan,

In the June 2óth (1971) issue of 
this paper, the next mest brutal and 
vicious step in the California prison 
System's attempts at thwarting all 
resiscance to the penitentiary's evil 
oppression was outlmed, In that ar» 
ticle, entitled "Vacaviüe - America’s 
Headquaiters for Medical Genocide 
the State of California's plan for so- 
called 4 'militants and revolution- 
aries^ inside the prfsons (or those 
who refuse to accept barbarism) 
was revealed: "The State of Cali- 
fornia is so pleased wlth the work 
of Dr # Pope and Vacaville's scaff 
in carrying out this program, that 
ic plans to expand Vacaviïle* That 
is, the Department of Corrections 
plans to eliminate every other in- 
dividual adjustment center or hole in 
all other California facilities, sothat 
inmates from every other institution 
in the State who cause 'trouble' will 
go immediately and ordy to Vacavüle, 
Righc now each prison has its own 
adjustment center, where such soph¬ 
isticated methods are not employed. 


This means, for example, that a 
Folsom mmate who is to receive 
discipline will not go to die soliiary 
confrnemem area of Folsom, but will 
be sent for 'help' to Vacaviïle, 

"Vacaviïle is a main center in 
which America's real use for modern 
medicina can be seen, Vacaville’s 
doctors are plotöng and carrying out 
such plans and policies daily in or¬ 
der to either create robots or kil! 
and destroy the minds and bodies of 
prisoners through the use of lethal 
drugs and Chemicals* The theory 
Dr, Pope and Iris cohons - Dr, 
ïsaac Slaughter, Senior Psychiatrist; 
Dr* R,E. Prout, Chief Medical Of- 
ficer; or Dr. Arthur Nugent* Chief 
Psychiatrist, to name a few - sup¬ 
port is that injection of such dan- 
gerous drugs into inmates who to 
them represent a potend al threat is 
that not only will this measure leave 
little room for outside interference 
(unlike the obviousness of out-righr 
hearings and stabbings), but willcon- 
trol and Lock-up a man's mind aa 
well as hls body," 

That was slx months ago, By the 
first of 1972, the first transfers, 
"trouble makers", from the CalU 
fornia prison adjustment centers, will 
have arrived at Vacaviïle {California 
Medical Facility at Vacaviïle), This 
will mean our especially beautiful 
comrades, whose will to resist has 
encouraged us all nat to passively 
accept vlolence against us, Indignity, 
injustice, will be the most affected. 
These human beings will shortly be 
all herded off to Vacaviïle to be 


"medically treated", This would uave 
meant Comrade George Jackson (the 
beloved Field Marshal of the Black 
Panther Party, who was murdered 
hy San Quenrin officials on last Au¬ 
gust 21st), It may mean any of the 
Ad jus tm ent Center Six (Johnny Spain, 
David Johnson, Flecta Drumgc, [ lugo 
Pinell, Luis Talamantez and Will ie 
Tate), or Comrade Ruchell Magee, 
any of the Brothers in these special 
holes, especially from Soledad, San 
Quentln or Folsom. This may mean 
the Chief of Staff of the Black Pan- 
ther Party, David Hiüiard* 

On November 19th (of this year) 
the sadistic program to close the 
adjustment centers in California was 
prematurely and unexpectedly re¬ 
vealed, The so-called Department of 
Corrections on that date held a 
meeting* Heatled by an aileged doc¬ 
tor, Lawrence Bennett, interestingly 
called Chief of Research for the De¬ 
partment of Corrections, the meeting 
included 23 medical personnel, 
moscly state-emplöyed* ft wassome- 
what unformnate that Bennett had 
included among those he inrited Dr, 
Edward Qpton, Jr„ Senior Research 
Psychologist at the Wright Insritute 
in Berkeley, Dr # Opton, a member 
of the Medical Committee for Human 
Rights, exposed the meeting bef ore 
time* There inthepleasantsurround- 
ings of the üniversity of California 
at Davis Faculty Room these 23 men 
plorted the program, or programmed 
the plot to handle the California Pri- 
sons' "most violent 44 inmates.

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reprimand him for ignoring her 
wishes , She reprimanded him in the 
lefl wrist, ribs, hand and leg mus- 
cles, with firn bullets, as this seemed 
to be the only thing he could onder¬ 
stand, She had no intention of killmg 
him; only to make him understand. 

Sister Norma was then falsely ar- 
rested for havtng attempled to murder 
Mr> Canant. In April, 1971, she went 

through a trial and conviction by a 
non-peer jury on this false charge. 
She was sentenced to ten y&ars in 
the State Prison at Mac A te ster, 
Oklahoma. Due to the support of the 
Oklahoma Black communüy, the ne- 
. cessary fimds wem raised, and a 
$10,000.00 appeal bailbond wasposted 
for Norma Gist. Her retrial is 
scheduled to begin on February 12, 
1972. 


The harassmenl had only begtm, 
however , The State Board of Educa- 
tion btacklisted Norma and she was 
unable to obtain a job in any school, 
altkough she iuas an accredüed 
teacher * Her children ui ere not to be 
alloived to return to school uniess she 
agreed to never again set fooi upon 
schoot grounds. She refused. She was 
forced to accept welfare as she was 
unable to find work. Then, she was 
threatened wüh removal from the 
welfare rolls if her children did not 
attend school, and 4t cQQperate” with 
the school racists. "Cooperate** 
meant retuming her children inio 
these racists* hands wüh no guaran- 
tec to, nor means of insuring the 
safety and survival of her children. 

This attempt to siarve Sister Nor¬ 
ma into submiss ion failed and she was 
removed from welfare . There were 
actually tkase who suggested that 
Sister Norma should have submitted 
rather than fight this injustice * Cer- 
tain Black "civic leaders” told her 
that if she rt reaïly lomd her 

children”. she tvould abandon her 
fight for adequate schools, for a hit¬ 
man response and environment 

When the Black Paniher Party 
leamed of Sister Norma’s situatiën, 
we printed an ar tic le in our paper, 
expostng üktahoma r s racist con- 
spiracy against her * And, since her 
children could nolonger attend school 
in Oklahoma, ure offered thema place 
in our Samuel Napier Intercommunal 
Youth Instihde * The Intercommunal 
Fouffr Institute is our altemative to 
a racist, inadequate educational Sys¬ 
tem, Sister Norma agreed and plans 
were made for her lo bring Sol and 
Christeusout to Oakland, Califomia, 
and enroll them in the Institute, in 
late November.

She 
had told him that if there were ever 
are> reason to discipline her son, 
ske would issue that discipline. Be- 
cause of Norma 1 s active mvolvement 
and participalion in various boycotts 
and community pretests against the 
racist and inadequate conditïons of 
IdabeVs schools, her son was aon- 
Stantly harassed by school officials 
and eventually smt to this racist 
Principal for "discipline”. *4$ Sister 
Norma said, it was alrnost as if 
they really vxmted to paddle HER. 
When radst Canant ignored her 
reasonable request about discipline 
and victouslypaddled Sol mth a board. 
Sister Norma went to see him and

The Black community's basic needs 
are very great and presslng. In order 
that we as a people may continue to 
survive and change the negative con- 
dltions we are subjecred to by a ra¬ 
clet, hostile society, the Black Panther 
Party has instituted a number of Sur¬ 
vival Programs, such as Free 
Medical Care Centers, Free Break- 
fast for Children Programs, Free 
Food Programs. These Free Programs 
also serve to educate the people, ex- 
posing the U,S. Government sponsored, 
fascist attempts to commit complete 
genocide upon our people, 

Because the people chemselves do 
not contrei the economy, the survival 
programs of the people are always in 
need of support* Logically, chen, this 
support should come trom those m 
the Black community who are most able 
to contrlbute. The average member of 
the Black eommunity is hardly in a 
positlon to donate, due to the degree 
of exploitarion. 

At this time, Black business owners 
are in a position to gïve a.small,minimal 
amount, in time, fundsorcommodlties, 
to the Survival Programs, therebycon- 
tributing to the welfare anti survival of 
their own people, There are many 


Blaek-owned businesses tharare begin- 
ning to relate to the needs and desires 
of the people in a progresaive manner. 
There are also too many, llke Bill 
Boyette (owner of two liquor stores in 
OakLand, Califomia) who still stub- 


bomly refuse to see the need of 
eontributing to the survival of the Black 
Cömmiiiiity* Such businessmen ignore 
the fact (because of their own gr eed),

that they have an obHgatinn to the 
Black community* lt is the people 
of the Black tommuniry who patroinze 
Black-owned stores and shops, and who 
are donating on a daily or weekly basis 
to the cash registers of Black business¬ 
man, This practice must be recipro- 
cal (a two-way thing) so Chat a unicy 
may develop herween the Black busi¬ 
ness owners and the rest of the Black 
community. Without this unity, the en- 
tire Black community facesextermina- 
tion at the hands of this fascist, ra¬ 
cist society. Bül Boyette refused to ac- 
knowledge this truth; and, as a result, 
is lostng his business through the power 
of die community boycott. 

Standing in contradiction to Black 
buslnesemen of the caliber of Boyette 
are Progressive Brothers, ilke Emest 
Ashe, owner of SOUL CAFETERIA, 
located at 2409 W, Madison Street in 
Chic ago( Illinois). Recently, members of 
the Illinois State Chapter of the Black 
Panther Party went to SOUL CAFE- 
TER1A and talked to Brother Ernest 
Ashe about the possiblïity of utilizing 
the cafeteria in some free service to 
the community, Brother Ashe wasvery 
receptlve, so beautifully receptive that 
he suggeeted that he could himself ser¬ 
vice the breakfast to the children 
every Tuesday and Wednesday of each 
week. The Party offered to supply the 
food necessary co have the breakfast 
on the two days that the children would 
be served at the SOUL CAFETERIA* 
However, Brother Ashe said that nor 
only would he make available his 
restaurant, hut that he wanted to 
supply the food himself, since he could 


afford to. Tlils clearly shows the great 
amount of love for otir youth and the 
high levelof consciousness that Ernest 
Ashe has, Brother Ashe knows thatone 
never really "graduates from the 
ghetto", He knows and feels the han¬ 
ger of Black children, He knows the 
indignities and injusrices under which 
Black people suffer in this society. 
Brother Ernest has joined the strug- 
gle against these oppressive condi- 
tions by making his business part of 
the lïberating force of the Black com¬ 
munity.

SOUL CAFETERIA is very spa- 
cïous, with modemistic decor. There 
are piecures on the walls that depict 
the struggle and pride of Black peo¬ 
ple. On Tuesday, December I4th, 
Ernest Ashe opened the doors of 
SOUL CAFETERIA to the children 
of the community* Unknown to Bro¬ 
ther Ashe at the time, he had also 
opened hls doors to the police. The 
infamous Chicago crtminal, Mayor 
Daley, had sent a pair of his Black 

detectives to SOUL CAFETERIA to 
spy on the children and on Ernest 
Ashe, They sat a table drinking coffee, 
while they surveyed the children re- 
ceiving a hot, nutritious free breakfast 
of thelr own choosing. Ai SOUL CAFE¬ 
TERIA a menu is provlded for the 
children, so that they can order any 


type of breakfast they desire, as long 
as it is mimtional, 

The children there that first mornïng 
saw the two pigs who were spylngon 
ihem, The pair of pigs, seeing that 
the Lr attempt to disguise themselves 
as "just customcrs 11 drinking coffee 
had failed, immediately left the pre¬ 
mises, while the children laughed at 
them. The next day, Daley sent two 
different Black policemen to observe 
things at the cafeteria, But like the 
laekies that had come earlier, üiisnew 
pair of pigs could not manage to convey 
an image of respectability, and were 
also exposed. 

These attempts at surveillance of the 
SOUL CAFETERIA are not the only in- * 
ctdents of harasement and intimidation 
to which Ernest Ashe has been sub- 
jected since he started serving break¬ 
fast to the youth* Brother Ashe told 
of an incident in which thxee Black men 
(who are believed tohave beenagentsof 
the Chicago power structure)came into 
the cafeteria and offered him ^pro- 
tection" for his business if he would 
pay fïfty dollars a week to each of 
the ebree men. Of course Brother 
Ashe refused to do so. Despite these 
attempts to discourage Brother Ernest 

Ashe from serving the community, his 
love for the people and desire to serve 
the needs of the community remain 
strong. ït ïs through such participa- 
tion in the commtmity’s survival that 
all members of the Black community 
will be unlted. The people win event- 
ually support only these buslnesses that 
support them. Brother Ernest Ashe is 
a beautiful and Progressive exampléfor 
Black business men throughout Chicago 
and the country, Therefore, we shoutd 
be sure topatronize SOUL CAFETERIA 
so that Brother Ashe can provfde an 

even higher levelof service to the Black 
community. Support tliose Black busi-

In the Slimmer of 1965, the People 
of the commiinity of Watts, California, 
expressed resentmentof the wretched 
living conditions by buming and 
desLroying many of the symbols of 
those wretched conditions, Many old, 
abandoned and run-down buildings 
we re gutted and burned rorheground, 
leaving great charred caviries in the 

landscape of the community. As part 
of tfie appeaijemont program which 
followed in the wake of the rebcliion, 
the Department of Housing and Urban 
De velopment ( HUD) prormsed to er eet 
low-income housing as one measure 
as m ünprovemem on die program to 
r id the com mnnity of indecent housing 


their own pockets, Now, six years 
later, after squandermg mOJions of 
dollars, the CRA has only a few 
acres of cieared land to show for it, 
With the unemployment ratehigherin 
ï97I titan in 1965* and with living con- 
ditions worsc instcad of botter, HUD 
has put pressure on die CRA tocome 
up with a program to keep the people 
anestheci'/ed and sarisfied, 

A plan was dbrawn up, cailed üie 
Watts Redevelopmeut Project Num- 
her üne. This project dealt with a 
IÖ7-acre plot of land, horde red on one 
sïde by 103rd Street (the main avenue 
on which the people ventedfrusttation 


community demands. Soon, ho wever, 
it was discovered thai the plan ïn- 
oluded many imdesirable stipulations: 
1) The backyards to all houses faced 
streets; 2) the housing units would 
have no access to 103rd Street (the

The CRA has stated the wall will 
give privacy to the new homes and

As in the case of all so-cailed 
goverament agencies that allege co 
represent the masaes of people, the 
demagogie leaders of the CRA have

Black people, when seeking em- 
ployment, are either told that '*Mo- 
thing is avaüable*% or, lf hired, us- 
ually given the most menialof duües, 
which often do not correspond with 
thelr capabtllties* Once hired, we 
must endure inmimerable indignities 
and harassments, and, in silenes, if 
we are to remain in the employ of 
a racist company* The foüowing is 
the story of a Black Sister who re- 
fused to suffer silently. Mrs* Tdel- 
vin Ozell Goldstone is employed by 
the United Maintenance Service, Ine* 
Her story comes in the form of a 
letter she submitted to the personae! 
manager of Executive House (a Chi* 
cago Hotel)> where she carries out 
maintenance tasks for United Main- 
tenance Service, Ine. Mre. Goldstone 
alao sent a copy of this letter to 
the Black Panther Party:

which a deal was made by the 
Executive House, Union LqcqI 593, 
and United Maintenance, negotiatinga 
transferral of the night cleaning em¬ 
ployees. Wken we, the night cleaners, 
came by you for details of the act ion, 
you made it clear that the situation 
was far beyond your control t and 
were told by you to see uur Union 
for Juli information about the trans¬ 
fer. We did consult Union President, 
Mr. Fred Albi. 

He explained, and I quote, that the 
Executive House ‘‘hadapending hank- 
ruptcy situation* \ and the transfer 
was to save our employment. He 
further staied that our workirtg capa- 
ciiies, our seniorities, and our va- 
cations would remaïn the very same. 
Mr» Fred Albi further siated that he 
further infortned United hecouldonly 
contract the Executive House 
cleaning t if he maintained the night 

cleaners alrectdypresently employed. 
As you know, this inctuded Maggi 

King (who was} supervisor, Arthur 
Jones, Henry Jones, David George 
Moore, Smzlfy, Ferry , and myself. 

The arrangements evidently did not 
meet the approval of United, for they 
accepted the offer ortiy to later abolish 
the employment of the Executive 
House night cleaners, alt of which 
were Black * Withm eigkt days after 
August J v all of us had been harassed, 
abused, intimidated t threatened and 
fired. Our Union managed to have 
those of us who wanted to return to 
our jobs re-instated, and requested 
that we be paidfor any tossofwoges. 


The abuse increased to e very thing 
detrimental to a human being. One 
man left £<? prevent violence. I am 
now the only one of the farmer shift 
left. I have, by (Boss} Harold Gor¬ 
den, been called a “nigger* * 1 . I have 
had Jood attempted to be taken from 
rny hands . I have been molested by 
one of kis supervisors for sex, which 
I reported to the Union. 


About August 8, Harold Gordontook 
me to a secunfy guard by the name 
of Leonard , and said that he was 
firing me and that I was not to come 
in the building Wednesday night. Leo- 
nard said t “Goldie, if you try to 
come in, l will shoot a hole througk 
your ass at both ends. Fou know, 1 
don't give a damn. ,f I went out with¬ 
out one voord to Leonard . / uisited 
my Union and the Congressional 

Headquarters and reported thethreat 
to the District Attomey r s office in the 
Federal Building. This was urriiten 
up . On the for bidden Wednesday, Mr. 
Albi retumed us to werk personalty * 
Harold Gordon had brought persons 
with kim and Leonard was ihere for 
kis showdown; bui, Mr. Albfs pre- 
sence curtailed all intentiojis. 

From that day, L eonard and another 
security guard, namedJack, have wil- 
fully mistreated Union employees. / 
am their main target * The two men 
have become disgracefid with au- 
tkority tohumaniiy. Their tongues be- 
tray all of their petty intentions. The 
two had told other employees that 
they were going to begin goïng m 
my purse. They finally did this on 
Monday of tast week. My wallet, 
ckange, bankbook, make-up and In¬ 
surance book were emptied on their 
desk, and I was told if l work therê 
this would be done everyday.

I am not a thief. Hoving had ac- 
cess to the master keys and s&rved 
gue&t States befbre United came, why 
am l now suspecied? 1 have no keys 
and am now assigned only to do the 
vacuuming in meeting rooms t lobby, 
per sonnet dining rooms, front desk 
office and elevators. What ts tn these 
areas that I could conceal in my 
purse? I do not go in the linen 
room , [ have tumed in any items that 
have been left in mypath ofsioeeping. 
Money has never been more than from 
a penny to ten cents.

In order to combat genocïdal plans 
and actions bythe racist power stmc- 
ture of Winston-Salem, Norch Caro- 
lina, the Black community has United 
and is contimitng to strengthen that 
unity in fightlng the plaimed phase- 
out of Reynolds Memorial Hospital 
(See Black Panther Inrercommunal 
News Service, December 18, 1971). 
The Black comrmrniryshoweditssup¬ 
port to save the hospita! when over 
300 people attended a mass meeting 
on Tuesday, December 14th, at the 
Shiloh Baptist Church In Winston- 
Salem. The next day, ac a meeting, 
where the proposed plan to phase out 
the only hospital in the Black com- 
munlcy was brought befere the For- 
syth County Health Planning Coun- 
cü, Black people again turned out to 
opjpose the plan. Reynolds MemoriaL 
Hospital is the only hospital in the 
Black community of Winston-Salem. 
The Council's proposal entails the 
complete phase-out of the $7 mil- 
Uon, two-year old medical facility 
as a gene ral hospital* and closing 
down the emergency room, making it 
only an out-patiëntelinie. Thlsmeans 
that Black people will have to go to 
Forsyth Memorial Hospital. That is 
12 miles away* Many Black people wiU 
die on the way to Forsyth Memorial, 
going past Reynolds. 

The people at the rally represented 
all segments of the Black community, 
all united in a common cause* The 
speakers included, pre ach er s, doc¬ 
tors, a college student, a Black 


City Alderman, a memberof the WLn- 
ston-Salem Branch of the Black Pan¬ 
ther Party and workers ïn various 
anti-poverty programs. The meeting 
was sponsored by a coalitton of con- 
cemed Black organtzations, forming 
the Concerned Citizens to Save Rey ¬ 
nolds Memorial Hospital* This group 
represents a true cross -section of the 
Black community* Throughout the 
meeting the need for unity was 
stressed* and, further that the only 
way the hospital could be leept from 
being phafied out was by protest and 
the show of mass support ac meetings. 

One of the speakers there was 
Terry Howard, President of the 
Student Body of Winston-Salem State 
University, the iocal Black untver- 
sity. He expressed the Black students' 
solidarity wlth the common struggle 
again st Black Genocide. Lérry Idttle, 
of the Winston-Salem Branch of the 
Black Panther Party, expressed the 
support of the Party in this vital 
issue to save Reynolds Memorial 
Hospital, which is neeessary for the 
survival of our people, He spoke of 
now the unity dispiayed that night 
was whai was necessary for our peo¬ 
ple to survive and that survival was 
the main issue. Reverend Butler, 
Pastor of Shiloh Baptish Church, told 
of the Church's support in the fight 
and of how inacceasible Forsyth 
Memorial Hospital was to the Black 
community* Dr, Donald Roane, Chief 
of Staff of Reynolds Memorial Hospi¬

atirring speech, stresslng, through- 
out, the need for unity. 

The nexc day, the Black coimminity 
again turned out in a display of soli- 
darity at another meeting of the 
Forsyth County Health Planning 
Council, at which the Task Force for 
ïmprovement of Medical Care in 
Forsyth County, a sub-committee, 
presented the nctual measure to the 
Council* lf the proposal were to 
pass, the measure would then go 
before the Forsyth County Medical 
Authority, which has the final ap- 
proval. Linwood Davis, Chairman 
of the Fask Force, presented the ra¬ 
cist plan to the Council* He, after- 
wards, moved that the Council accept 
the portion of the motion that said 
Reynolds Memorial Hospital should 
become a Jf priri|ary c^rc center'*.

In view of this, the entire trial 
was geared not as much toward 
gaining a technical, leg at conviction, 
but toward dis-joining the solidartty 

of our people, toward dividing the 
People and the Party, Through the 
use of an informer and through their 
commission of out-rightmurder, they 
successfully confused the People, at 
least, which, no matter how weakly, 
served their end, 

A conspiracy conviction is im¬ 
portant, even for a lesser charge, 
for it means that if the State can 
convince 12 people that 2 or more 
people intend to come together to 
"break the Iaw" f dien those persons 
can be found guilry of a "crime 1 * 
they have not in fact committedL lt 
means that a precedent has been set 
to round up anyone the government 
decides, and imder the guise of law. 


lt means that fascism in America is 
changing its face again; that kicking 
in doors and herding people into 
prison can be acceptabie under the 
law, In Chicago, in 1969, a jury 
was unable to bring such a conviction 
against Bobby Seale, Ch air man of the 
Black Panther Party, and geven 
others, the Chicago Seven; in New 
Haven, a jury could not return such 
a conviction against the Black Pan¬ 
ther Party mombers there, including 
Bobby Seale and Comrade Ericka 
Huggins; in New York, the New York 
21 were acquïtted of conspiracy 
charges; also, the Ha riem 5 could 
not be convicted of conspiracy. 
Carroll liad won a kind of weak 
victory.

He summed up their wa te red-down 
victory at a press conference sub- 
sequent to the trial, There he said 
that “our country is not so sick 
afier all 11 , wben it can bring forth 
any conviction by a jury pre- 
dominated by Black people against 
Black defendants, He was somewhat 
correct, His linie victory shall be 
short-lived, Ho wever, the State this 
time had carried out the familiar

One week prior to when Sister Nor- 
ma and her chtldren were due to come 
to CaUfomia t Oktahoma storm 
troop ers invaded her home. Their 
excuse i aas that they had “heard** 
(through their illegal wire-tapping of 
Norma*s phone.) that she was going 
to CaUfomia , and that they feared 
she mighi jump ba.il and not return 
to Oklahoma for re-triaU Norma 
Gist was ptaced vnder arrest and 
told that her appeal bond had been 
revoked L After spending Utree days 
m Idabei City Jait, she was taken 


to Mac Alester State Prison. 

These attemptsat "punishing** Sis¬ 
ter Ncnma for defending her chtldren 
end their right to survive were un- 
successftd. When she spoke to her 
mother bef ore being transferred to 
Mac A tester Prison, she said, '*I 
don*t care what happens te me, Sol 
and Christeus must go to the Yoidh 
Instituten* 

In spiie of alt these ihtngs, onStm- 
day, December I9th , Comrades 
Yxxmne Kmg and Darron Perkins (of 
the Illinois State Chapter of the Black 
Panther Party), arrived in Idabel to 


piek up Soi «nd Christeus for the trip 
to Ook land. 

Comrades Yvonne and Darron met 
Mrs. Ella Spagner (Norma*s mother), 
Mrs. Spdgner told ihem of the many 
üicjcms and petty attempts to stop 
Sol and Christeus from going some 
place where they could gel a rele¬ 
vant and meaningful education . Ök- 
lakoma racists had haras sed Mrs, 
Spagner in every way possible. They 
even stooped so low as to ihreaten 
cutting off telepkone service to Mrs. 
Spagner* s home. Also t Mrs. Spag¬ 
ner* s praperty was to be used as 
collateral in order to reinstede Nor- 
ma’s appeal bond. (Oklahoma State 
Law allows property, valued at the 
cash amomt of the baii, lo be used 
as Insurance or colUderal for the 
bond.) In order for the property to 
be used as collateral, however t it had 
to be appraised or evaluated by the 
State , Öklahoma officials conuen- 
iently **assessed 91 Mrs . Spagner* s 
eteven acres of farmland at lesslhan 
$W t ÖOO.OO. Sister Norma remains 
incarcerated untit enough property or 
cash ($l t ÖÖÖ m OO) is raisedto reinstate 
her bond . 

However t the spirit and ideals of 
Norma Gist have not been contained; 
nor have ker plans to see that her 
ch ildren re eet ve a rele tmnl and tn ea n- 
ingful education been thwarted. On 
December 20th t Sèi and Christen^ 
Gist arrived in Oaktond t CaUfomia t 
te attend the Samuel Napier /nter- 
comtnunal Youth Institute. 

Sol and Christeus have joined their 
yoimg comrades in an environment 
that ujill teach tkem kow to think ; 
and te create and bui ld a new and 
better world. 

Norma Gist’s struggle for the 
creaiion of a tearrtm^ environment 
that is truly human and responsive 
to the educationat needs of our yotdh 
continues. Black parents euerywhere 
are standing up for their chtldren 
aml their right te a relevant , mean- 
ingfut education and te be Ireaied as 
human beings. We are refitsmgto ac¬ 
cept the brutality (physical or psy 
chologicaU that racist administrators 
and teachers «nïi attempt to unleash 
on our youth. 

And we will continue the struggle 
to Free Sister Norma Gist # Funds 

and property are urgetüly needed to 
help reinstate her appeal bailbond. 
Let f s bring Sister Norma back home,

who said, rr My child! Larry! Look 
what they’ve done co my ehüd!” As 
Allen Calhoun, a Black polltician from 
Freeport, New Vork, put ic; "Wecan't 
brlng thts kid back; but maybe we 
can stop this from happening to an- 
other..„a ltfe is more important tb au 
a stolen cat/* 

On November 29ih, a community 
meeting was held in Roosevelc. The 
people demanded the immediate sus¬ 
pension of Paris! from the pig force, 
an investigation into the murder of 
Larry, and the immediateempaneling 
(selection and seating) of a grand Jury, 
reflective of the communlty in which 
Larry had lived, a grand jury thac 
would know how Larry lived and why 
he was killed, ïn response to these 
demands, there was a police depart- 

ment announcement that Parisi was 
on a previously scheduled vacatlon 
and would be M rourïnely re-assigned” 
when he remrned to work. In other 
words, Parisl would be loosed into 
anothex communlty.

On Tftursday, December 2nd, the 
people formally presented their 
demands co NassauCounty Executive, 
Ralph G, Gaso. He naturally ignored 
aJU the demands, Gaso was so ar¬ 
rogant and self-assured that he had 
previöüsiy had the nerve co appearat 
a community memorial for Larry, at 
which he even tried to appease the 
people with worda and pat phrases* 

When the people rook this oppor- 
tunity to re-state their demands, he 
agatn tried to pacify them with in- 
sincere platitudes, offering hls 
' i sympathies ,r over the death of the 
young Brother, He mumbled some- 
thing about how the County would 
"proceed without delay to present the 
rtewly-empaneied December Grand 
Jury 11 , Wh at he neglected to mention 
was that this newly-empaneled grand 
jury, containing 22 whites and one 
Black, was no more reflective of the 


Black community than the last, 

The community was very upset 
when Gaso faüed to recognize their 
just demands, A protest march was 
therefore scheduled for the next day, 
The people marched down Nassau 
Koad, the ruaïn Street in Rjodsevelt. 
They were met by armed police, who 
proceeded to beat as many people 
as they could. Thirteen Brothers and 
Sisters were not only viciously 
attackèd and beaten, they were then 
taken to jail on various false charges, 
The charges ranged from felonlous 
assault on an officer, resisting ar¬ 
rest, harassment, disorderly con- 
duct, thtrd dagree assault and reck- 
less endangerment, Bails ranged 
from ?250, to $2,000* AU the bails 
were raised and posted in one day by 
a united and concerned Black com- 


munlcy. 

Although they were arresred and 
beaten, the spirit and unity of the 
people was not broken, They are <3e- 
termlned to see justicedone, Larry 's 
mother, Mrs. Duncan, said, "We 
are a very hurt family, and we should 
have some cooperation, This man 
should not be a policeman, I want 
him off the streets, not only because 
of my sou, but also the‘many other 
sons of mothers in the Black com- 
municy/* 


This had not been Parisi's first 
attack upon the Black community, He 
bas a long history of harassment 
and br utality in the Black community. 
Of course, on Wednesday, Decem¬ 
ber 15th, the Grand Jury came back 
with a verdict of f J j LAS tifiabIe homU 
cide'L 

The people refuse to accept this 
so-called verdict of justifiablehomi- 
cide, The Black community In Roo- 
aevelt, New York, realizes thatthere 
can be no justice unless the people 
are the judges, On December 27th, 
1971, a People 3 s Tribunal, to deter- 
mlne what action will be taken, was to 
be held at the Roosevelt Center.

mum amount of axea can be controlied 
by a minimum of police, 

Although this is the main reason 
the people oppose the construcrion of 
the wall, there axe several other 
reasons stated: I) Walls denote 
ghettoes, whereas the CRA is sup- 
posed co end the ghetto concept; 
2) the Watts life-style is one of 
freedom of movement* neighbor visit- 
ing neighbor, and a wail would destroy 
even that freedom; 3) walls segregatie 
people and promote motions of sus- 
picion, fear and ciass distincrion; 
4) the psychological effect of walls 
on growing children destroys theix 
sense of community; 5) the walls are 
not needed(or wanted), although even- 
tualiy Watts* residents themselves 
would end up paying for them rttrough 
Federal taxes and city maintenance 
taxes* 

Se ver al Watts community organi- 
zationa have gone on record in op- 
position to the Watts Redevelopment 
Project Number One* Under the 
leadership of the WDCAG, and its 
chairman, Rudy Jones, chey are the 
Weetiri inis eer Neigbborhood Associa- 
tion* the Watts Community Ministry, 
the Revitalization Corps, the Watts 
Community Goordinatmg Council and 
the Wans Writers' Workshop. Ne ver - 


theless, on December 17th* 1971, the 
CRA went ahead with the ground- 
breaking ceremonies, signaling the 
start of construcrton of the housing 
site, heralding the erection of the 
Six-Foot Walls, 

The govemment of the United States 
does not represent the interests of 
the poor and oppressed, The case of 
the walls in Watts clearly indicates 
how the voice of the negleeced ma- 
jorlfy is being ignored, while die in* 
terests of the rich minority are being 
heeded. This move wi11 insure the 
for marton of community concen- 
tration camps. We must begin to see 
the need to unify our commnnities 
axound the issues and decisions that 
affect our very survival, We canbring 
pressure down upon the avarlcious 
businessman and the demagogie poli- 
ticians to curtaü the excessive ex- 
ploitarion and the racist neglect that 
we are forceó to tolerate under the 
guise of community development and 
progress, 

lf the voice of the People is to 
be heeded, there will be no walls 
in Watts.

The real reason, how- 
ever, that beda are empty is that 
most of the neb, r acist white doctors 
in the Forsyth County Medical Asso- 
ciation refuse ra refer their patients 
to Reynolds Memorial, They alsore- 
fuse to practice at Reynolds. These 
doctors can be made to work there, 
because of the Hippocratic Gath all 
doctors take when first beginning 
pracrice {üi which oath they must 
swear to help all who are sick and 
in need). Reynolds needs more doc¬ 
tors to really function, and the 
Planning Cooncil and Hospital Au- 
thority kmow this. Forsyth Memorial 
Hospital has a long wattinglist, while 
Reynolds has empty beds. {One of 
the central figures of the controversy 
is a Dr t Harold Koach, a white rac¬ 
ist who ts on the Task Force, the 
Planning Councü, and the HospLtal 
Authority* and who fully endorses 
this racist plan.)

After Linwood Davis made the 
motion, the people of the Black com- 
munity began speaking out in protest 
of the plan and almust look over the 
meeting» From this point on, the peo¬ 
ple were in control of the meeting* 
The people were determined not to 
let these outsiders determine their 
destiny on this faeility, necessary for 
their survival* FInally, after great 
opposition from the 300 Black people 


attending the meeting, the Health 
Planning Councll compromised by 
raming the Issue over roanother sub- 
committee ro study for another date» 

They are hoping the people’s support 
will die out, and that they can tbere- 
fore eventually get away wich their 
originai plan* 

Only ten of the 30 PlanningCouncil 
members are Black, not enough fora 
majority vote, It seems as if the 


power structure is always working 
against the survival of our people* 

The Black communicy of Wtnston-

BURf YOUR BRAINS OUT 
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The comparisons to Hitler'smedi» 
cal expert ments during his reign of 
terror in Germany were all there» 
Bennett outlined the fundament al 
points» He said that in his medical 
opimon these men who cannot seem 
to adjust to prison life (or brucality) 
will Just have to be controlled in 
some way* it was his analysis that 
certain of these men (which ones he 
coüldn’t be sure, thereby leaving 
the experimental field sort of open) 
suffer from serious psychological 
disorders. It J s not that they want 
to resist, they just carTt help rhem- 
selves- they*re out of their own con¬ 
trol. Bbnnett, therefore, led into the 
deacripdon of the plan to "cure 11 
and '*help ,p these men* 

His chief cohort and maindesigner 
of the program, a Dr„ George 
Bach-y-Rita, outlined how it is prb- 
posed to function* Bach-y-Rita 
guessed they (the adjustmenc center 
inmates) are probably suf f er in g from 
Temporal Lobe Epilepsy (alluding 
to some kind of off-and-on seizure 
caused by malfunctioning of a part 
of the brain)» Of course, with such 
an unders tanding, he went on, itwould 
not be difficulE to find the soluiion 
to the problem* The whole point is 
not to continually brutalize and punish 
these men for their rebellious na¬ 
ture, but tounderstand that they realiy 
cannot Help themselves. First there 

will be the oLd, stand-by, adminïs- 
tering of drugs, ïf this faüs to bring 
the man to his senses, under con¬ 
trol, then the new step will be im- 
plemented, Dr t Bach-y-Rita briefly 
described how the actual new step, 
"electrode implants", will work* 


When the prisoner is ready for the 
^implant”, long electrode needles 
are inserted into the man's brain* 
These needles will search out and 
locate that pan of the brain, that 
lobe* which is causing the "seïz- 
ures*', When it is located, that 
portion will be burned out, electri- 
cally. Of course, if one application 
fails, the process can always be re- 
peated. 


This bizarre and insane newireat- 
ment speaks for itself. All the Dr. 
Frankenstein images in the world 
could not accurately represent the 
viciousness of such a 44 program 1 \ 
What is worse is that it is not a 
plan for the future, in case things 
don't go wel! for the fascists in the 
next five or ten years* Seventy-five 
percent of the new facillty at Vaca- 
ville Is already completed. However, 
just «o that rhe project doesn't lag 
behind Schedule, men will be moved 
In as sonn ïis possihle, hy the be- 
ginning of nexc year* tt is a super- 
maximum security unit, more tight 
than the present, old ad ju stm ent cen¬ 
ters* 

These barbarians do not even need 
the law, or your vote, to justify and 
support this move. The law already 
gives the Department of Gorrections 
full authority over the lives of Cali- 
fomia prisoners. An arm of the De¬ 
partment of Gorrections, the Cali- 
fomia CouncU on Criminal Justice, 
is said to be funding the project* 

This is untrue. It is the hard-earned 
money of the tax-payer that is fi- 
nancingthese bizarre, murderous ex« 
periments upon human life. People 


who have undergone simllar '"opera- 
tions" are certainly not aggressive* 
They are not anything. That part of 
the brain these medicinc men wül 
tap Controls the emotions. Men, af- 
ter such treatment, will feel no- 
thing, neither bate nor love; neither 
sorrow nor joy. They will be less 
than robots (they already exist as 
such under drug treatment in the 
various prisons). They will be non- 
functional» un-productive living 
thlngs. Somebody asked the absurd 
question of one of the great archi- 
teers of this program, Dr. L.J. Pope, 
Warden of Vacaville, as co whether 
or not this new treatment would be 
voluntary, His professional reply 
was, #J Well, if they want to stay 
coo-coo and stay locked up all their 
lives, thaTs all right with us.” It 
certainly is* Men under the "treat- 
ment” won J t have to stay locked up, 
It won't matter. They wül never 
Oppose the violence against the Peo¬ 
ple by the State, the wars of ag- 
gresslon by the U.S. government, 
the hunger in the land of plenty, 
the rats and roaches in our houses, 
Our vcry bravest fighters are slated 
to become vege tables*
